On November 22, 1963, I was alone in my office, ac Mrs. Davor.po*. was ot home sick 
and Mr. Watson waa at lunch. At i pv-oxicately 12:45 P. M. 1 ruci 'V.*d a telephone 
call from some lady, I presumed to b^ a switchboard operator, the- poke in a very 
loud voice in ay ear and said, "Send all of the security men to . . u. ancy area, 
there is trouble”. I asked her whet kind of trouble and she said, shooting”, 
and hung up without saying what kind of trouble or identifying herself. 

Officer Gerloff was the only security officer on duty at the time anc he had just 
walked into the office. I immediately sent him to the emergency aree Shortly 
thereafter, approximately five minutes, Mrs. Lewis, Supervisor in t h- .ousekeeping 
Department, opened the door to the Personnel Office and said ”Do yo. now that the 
President has been shot”. I answered, "No”. Mrs. Lewis, seeing tha. raere was no 
one else in the office except myself, asked if she could answer my telephone for 
me while I went to the emergency area. I told her that I would appreciate it, ai 
left immediately. 

I went to the emergency area and learned that the President of the United States and 
the Covemor of the State of Texas, were in the emergency room and had been shot, to 
what extent I did not know. I saw that there was a rush of people in this area and 
that help was needed immediately in holding back the crowds, and getting proper 
identification from people authorized to be in this area before they were allowed to 
enter. 

I found Bob Holcanb, Assistant Administrator, and Jack Price, Administrator, in thia 
area, helping to maintain order. 

Chief Jessie Curry of the Dallas PoLice Department, contacted me in approximately five 
minutes and offered any number of officers that I needod to secure the emergency area 
and the hospital. I asked him to keep people from coming into the emergency area un- 
less they wore properly identified and authorized to be in that area. He secured the 
emergency room entrance, the door leading down the stairs into the basement and the 
door at the opposite end of the hall leading from the Admitting Office and Central 
Supply by placing his men at these points of ingress and egress. 

I had men stationed in the hallway leading from the Out-Patient Clinic to the emergency 
area to secure this door and placed two men on the elevator leading from the emergency 
room upstairs to secure this place of ingress and egress. There were two city police 
officers stationed in front of the blood bank and in the hallway doors adjacent to 
emergency. 

/. T stated before. Security Officer Gerloff had been sent direct to thia area. In 
-'ust a few minutes Security Officers J. H. Shanklas and L. C. Moore, heard of the 
'acident on the radio and came to the hospital at once to assist. I pUcad these men 
ctuL the city police officers in areas to have complete security with the exception of 
authorized people such aa secret service, press, doctors, nurses, workmen needed in 
this area, etc. ^ 
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oxicately 1:00 P. M.,. X was asked to clear the way for Vice President Lyndon 
. and Mrs. Johnson, who came out of Hinor Surgery Division completely surrounded 
*ot service men, in order that they may exit through the back door of the

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To the best of my knowledge and recollection, the following is a resume 
of the svcnts which occurred from Friday, November 22nd, through Sunday, 

November 24th. 

Although I was not scheduled to rsport for work until 3:00 p.m. on 
Friday, I loft my home about 11:30 a.m., in uniform, In order to taka care of 
personal business. At about 12:40 p.m., I turned on my car radio and heard the 
news broadcast in progress at thot time reporting the shooting of President 
Kennedy and Ccvornor Connally. I ismedletaly hooded for Parkland Hospital, 
arriving a Tew minutes befors 1:00 p.m. 

Upon arrival, I talked briefly to Security Orficer Corloff at tha 
Emergency Entrance ond than roportod to fir. 0. P. Wright, who was Just inside 
tha back door, for instructions, fir. Wright placed mein the corridor between 
the Emergency desk ond Emergency entrance on what I would coll Check Point Two, 
where I assisted City Officers in checking personnel for proper identification 
and keeping the area clear of unauthorized persons. Shortly aftor 1:00 p.m., 
the Catholic Priost, Fathor Huber, arrived and I escorted him to the 
Emergency desk at Check Point Thres whore he was ushered immediately into 
Emergency by members of the hospital staff. 

At about 2:30 p.m., we recelvod word to clear a passageway through tha 
emergency corridor of all personnel and within a fow minutes the caskat 
bacring President Kennedy's body was escorted out by Secret Service Agents and 
placed In a hearse. This was done quiotly end without any Incidents. Approxi- 
mately 30 minutes later I wes told by fir. Wright that there was a large number 
of peopla in the main lobby and edjacant corridor and to clear that area of 
all unauthorized parsons and to keep it clear. 

I reported immediately to this area and in about 15 minutaa had it 
doarod. I regained on this Chsck Point until about 11:30 p.m. except for two 
brief intervals - once at 7:05 p.m. to check an Incident in 4-E par instructions 
of fir. Wright, and at 0:40 p.m. for a cup of coffea - and permitted only 
authorized parsons to entar that part of the building; namely, F.B.I., Secret 
Service, other officers with proper identification, members of the press, 
technicians, and telephone personnel sotting up tha Governor's office. During 
this period of time I turned bock well in excess of one hundred persona, most 
of whom readily admitted that they wero there Just to 6ee what was going on. 
Approximately 5 of this number had cameras but ware told no pictures were 
ellowed end they were escorted to the main entrance of the lobby and out of 
tha building. 

In tha early evening, members of Govornor Connelly's family and close 
friends started arriving at the Hospital. They wsra ushered immediately to 
Covornor Connelly's office on 1-C end introduced to Department of Public 
Safety Officers who took charge under tha direction of the Governor's Aide, 
fir. Stinson. 

I was r 3 lievod st about 11:30 p.m. by fir. Locklin, Hospital Security. 

All instructions pertaining to personnel - press room locations - accommodations 
and security for the Governor's party wore passed on to him at this time. 

! reported back to the Hospital on Saturday morning shortly after 7:00 
a.m., reported my presence to Switchboard operators and then reported in parson 
to the Governor's office where I was introduced to Captain Childress of the 
Department of Public Safety by Officar Herderson whom I have known personally 
for several years.
